Sewer Pipe 


Causes Big Tie-Up on Gravois 


Efforts of police, firemen and 
the Humane Society to find a 
small animal that ran into a 15- 
inch sewer pipe on the west side 
of River des Peres, north of 
Gravois road, caused a crowd to 
gather and resulted in a traffic 
jam this morning. 

First attempts.to locate the ‘hni- 
mal—a dark gray creature vari- 
ously described as a dog, a fox, 
a wolf and a coyote—proved to be 
unsuccessful. The crowd began as- 
sembling, and traffic on Gravois 
was held up more than 10 min- 
utes as firemen used _ high-pres- 
sure hoses to flush the sewer. 
More than 100 children stayed be- 
yond the time for school opening 
to watch the activity. 

Police Corp. Lester Whitmore 
and Patrolman Joseph Gartner, 
riding in a scout car, first spotted 
the animal at 5:30 o’clock this 
morning as it darted out of New 
St. Marcus Cemetery and down 
the bank of the river, which has 


only puddles of water in it now. 
Using their spotlight, the of- 


ficers follgwed the animal as it 
raced along the bank, going from 
one side of the river to the other. 
Finally, it ran into the sewer pipe 
and did not emerge. 

The officers, believing they had 
seen one of the coyotes reported 
in the area recently, called their 
district. Fire Engine Company 36 
and Sgt. Harold Present of the 
Humane Society soon were at the 
scene, 

It was discovered that the sewer 
pipe, used to carry away storm 
waters, led into the cemetery, 
where it has two openings. Both 
openings, however, are covered by 
a grate, leaving the animal an op- 
portunity of getting out only 
where it went in. 

The city’s water department got 
into the search when someone 
discovered there was an animal 
in an adjoining sewer pipe. After 
a large hole had been dug and 
an opening made in the pipe, an 
eight-pound opossum was prodded 
out,

FIVE INDICTED ON CHARGES 


OF INCOME 


TAX EVASION 


Personal Payments of Head of Koedding 


Painting Corp. Said to Be $60,516 Off 


—Poplar Bluff Merchant Named. 


Five men, including three St. 
Louisans, were charged with fed- 
eral income tax evasions in indict- 
ments returned by the September 
term United States grand jury in 
its first report yesterday. 

“They were August F. Koedding 
Jr., head of the Koedding Painting 
Corp., 5618 Easton avenue; Her- 
man Ziegenbalg, partner in Ziegen- 
balg & Co., 1814 North Vandeven- 
ter avenue; Ephraim A. Dean, 
proprietor of a drug store at 331 
North Euclid avenue; Clarence 
Eime, operator of a tavern at Mat- 
tese in St. Louis county, and Sid- 
ney Z. Garfinkle, a Poplar Bluff 
clothing merchant. 

Koedding, who lives at 6130 Em- 

ma avenue, was indicted on five 
counts, three pertaining to his per- 
sonal income and two to corporate 
returns. The indictment said he 
evaded payment of a total of $60,- 
516 on personal income in 1943, 
1944 and 1945. He reported $127,- 
271 as his income for the three 
years and paid $63,424 in taxes, al- 
though his real income was $205,- 
482 on which he should have paid 
$123,940, it was charged. 
In addition, the indictment said 
he had evaded payment of $2245 
in corporate income taxes in his 
organization’s fiscal years ended 
September 1945 and 1946. Corpo- 
rate income reported in the two 
years totaled $24,626, with $6687 
paid in taxes, although the income 
was alleged to have been $30,982 
on which $8932 was due in taxes. 


Charge of False Returns. 


Ziegenbalg, 3650A Garfield ave- 
nue, was accused of evading pay- 
ment of $8114 in~1942, 1944 and 
1945, and also of filing false and 
fraudulent partnership returns and 
causing false data to be filed by 
his partner, George Ziegenbalg, in 
the same three years. 

The first three counts of the 
indictment against Ziegenbalg 
charge he reported a total net 
taxable personal income in the 
three years of $78,549 and paid 
$33,073 in taxes although in fact 
his income was $93,712 and he 
actually owed $41,187. 

The counts dealing with his part- 
nership indicate that because he 
filed allegedly false partnership re- 
turns, he stated, or caused to be 
stated, on the personal return of 
George Ziegenbalg in 1942 an in- 
come of $15,858 on which a tax of 
$4503 was paid. However, the in- 
dictment charged, he knew that 
George Ziegenbalg’s real income 
was $21,772 and the tax due $7449. 

Similar allegations were made 
concerning George “Siegenbalg’s 
returns for 1944 and 1945 when 
because of the false partnership 
returns, the difference between re- 
ported income and-actual income 
totaled $9247, it was charged.

The thefts took place mostly in 
last August and the men were ar- 
rested the following October.

HATCHET KILLER 
OF BABY DAUGHTER 
INSANE JURY FINDS 


Verdict on Floyd E, Rol- 
lings Makes It Manda- 
tory to Send Him to 
Mental Hospital. 


Floyd E. Rollings, St. Louis Uni- 
versity dental student’ and Navy 
veteran, who killed his infant 
daughter with a hatchet last Dec. 
14, was found not guilty “on ac- 
count of insanity” by a jury in 
Circuit Judge Raymond E. La- 
Driere’s court at Clayton yester- 


day. 

The verdict, stating that the de- 
fendant “has not entirely, or per- 
manently recovered from such in- 
sanity,” was recommended by the 
State, which presented medica! evi- 
dence that Rollings is insane. 

Under the verdict it is Manda- 
tory on the court to commit Rol- 
lings to a mental institution. Rol- 
lings has been held in the county 
jail at Clayton since his arrest the 
day he killed his child at their 
home, 9728 Adair avenue, Lemay. 
He will be sent to one of the state 
mental hospitals shortly, it is ex- 
pected. 

Dr. John C. Matthews, psychia- 
trist of St. Louis County Hospital, 
testified he examined Rollings on 
Jan- 15 and again last Friday, and 
found him suffering from de- 
mentia praecox. Rollings, the psy- 
chiatrist testified, is incapable of 
managing his affairs and suffers 
periods of confusion when sub- 
jected to stress or strain. The 
chances for a complete recovery 
are remote, Dr. Matthews added. 

Defense witnesses, including 
Rollings’s wife and Dr. Robert E. 
Britt, a psychiatrist, testified to 
Rollings’s unbalanced condition. 
Dr. Britt said Rollings did not 
know right from wrong the day 
he killed his child. Navy records, 
showing that Rollings suffered 
from dem@ntia praecox and spent 
four mo in a Washington 
(D. C.) hospital, also were intro- 
duced. Mrs. Rollings testifieq that 
last November her husband told 
her he “felt something is wrong.” 
The day he killed their child, 
Donna Anne, she was at a neigh- 
bor’s home telephoning a physi- 
cian about her husband’s condi- 
tion. 

Rollings, who is 27 years old, 
was present in court. He receives 
$135 a month disability compen- 
sation from the Government as a 
result of his mental breakdown 
while in service.

| (UP)—President Truman today 
encouraged the Europeans living 
“in front of the iron curtain” to 
stand firm against Communism, 
calling them “the world’s best 
hope for peace today.” 

Truman spoke informally after 
receiving an honorary Doctor of 
Humanities degree from Rollins 
College. 

“We may not know what is be- 
hind the iron curtain,” Truman 
told a special convocation in 
Knowles chapel on the Rollins 
campus, “but we do know that the 
intelligence of the people in the 
embattled democracies of Europe, 
who live in front of the iron cur- 
tain, are the world’s best hope for 
peace today.” 


‘ing names, assailed those who in 
recent years had used loosely the 
term “democracy.” 

After stressing the importance 
of providing this nation with lead- 

rs trained from childhood in the

the Taft-Hartley Act. 

As a practical matter, however, 
the issue has been removed from 
the area of controversy. Senator 
Taft, co-author of the law, has 
become convinced that a provision 
in the Taft-Hartley Act which 
ba¥s strikers from voting is un- 
just.” 

Taft now favors return to the 
old Wagner Act provision as it 
was administered, at least in the 
last years of that law's existence. 


Then, strikers and strikebreakers 
hired as permanent replacements 
were entitled to vote and which- 
ever group won the election be- 
Came the bargaining agent. An 
earlier interpretation of the Wag- 
trer Act had barred strikebreakers 
from voting, even though they had 
been hired as permanent replace- 


ments, 

‘© Distinction Drawn. 
“Both the Wagner Act, and the 
‘Paft-Hartley Act which supplant- 
ed it in 1947, drew a nction 
between strikers and workers who 
quit their jobs. Both recognized 
ttfat*the striker retained an equity 
in*his job, although the Taft-Hart- 
ley -Act denied him the right to 
vote in an NLRB election if he 
had been permanently replaced. 

There are three sections in the 
Taft-Hartley Act which authorize 
injunctions against strikers: The 

general counsel has dis- 
crétionary authority to seek an 
injunction against any strike 
called to support what the law 
définés as an unfair labor prac- 
tice by a union; he is commanded 
unfer the law to seek an injunc- 
tion against any strike called to 
support a secondary boycott; and 
the Attorney-General is authorized, 
after receiving instructions from 
the President, to seek injunctions 
against strikes which would cre- 
ate national emergencies. 

Another Section Cited. 


*The Taft-Hartley law draws its 
distinction between strikers and 
who quit their jobs in 
still another section, which says 
that nothing in the act shall be 
construed to make the quitting of 
his labor by an individual an ille- 
gal act. This provision was neces- 
sary, of course, to conform with 
the .. constitutional prohibition 
against involuntary servitude. 

Two events conspired to bring 
the issue of voting rights of strik- 
ers and strikebreakers to a head 
at the hearings. : 

One was an editoria] published 
in December by Business Week, a 
journal devoted to chronicling 
news.of interest to industry. The 
editorial, captioned “Why the 
Taft-Hartley Act Failed,” was re- 
ferred to frequently by witnesses 
béfore the committee, and its text 
Was” made a part of the commit- 
tee’s records. 

Business Week said the act went 
too far in that it contained pro- 
visions which went beyond regu- 
lating’ unions and provided the 
means for destroying them, 

~ Provisions Listed. 

“These are the provisions that 
could do it,” Business Week said. 
“Picketing can be restrained by 
injunction. Employers can peti- 
tion for a collective bargaining 
election. Strikers can be held in- 
eligible to vote—while the strike 
replacements cast the only ballots, 
and if the outcome of this is a 
‘no-union’ vote, the government 
must certify and enforce it. 

“Any time there is a surplus 
ldbor’ pool from which an em- 
ployer can hire at least token 
strike replacements, these four 
provisions, linked together, pre- 
sumably can destroy a union.” 
The other factor often brought 
uptim the hearings concerning vot- 
ing Tights of strikers and strike- 
breakers was the leading decision 
of the NLRB interpreting the 
Taft-Hartley restriction on striker 

ng. This decision was handed 
down last October in the case of 
thé Pipe Machinery Co. of Cleve-

An entirely different situation 
is presented when the union 
strikes to force an unfair labor 
practice on the employer—there 
the strikers, since their strike is 
unfair, would forfeit their right 
to vote as employes. If they 
strike for an unfair purpose, the 
employer would be justified in re- 
moving them from the payroll 
permanently. 

For the rest of this discussion, 
it will be assumed that the strike 
is for a “fair” purpose—over is- 
sues which a fair-minded em- 
ployer and a fair-minded union 
might well disagree.

For in- 
stance, Soviet heavy tank produc- 
tion is now known to have reached 
a figure of between 3000 and 5000 
tanks annually, which will give the 
Red Army an armored force of 
between 20,000 and 30,000 tanks in 
six or seven years’ time. 

This is not a statistic which can 
be lightly disregarded by the al- 
most unarmed West. Fit data of 
this sort into the pattern of the 
drive for political conquest which 
the Kremlin is already carrying 
on.

Out of a Hat 


St. Louis today, owing to the bungling of Gov. 
Forrest Smith and the amazing haste of the State 
Senate, has a new Board of Police Commission- 
ers. 

It is a board of which the community does not 
know what to expect. It is a board about which 
citizens have every reason to be much concerned. 

After the unprecedented backing and filling of 
recent weeks, the Governor sent in the name 
of William L. Holzhausen, a 44-year-old lumber 
company map. 

The Senate Municipal Corporations Commit- 
tee immediately met and approved the new ap- 
pointee, and along with him the three pending 
appointees, Maurice G. Roberts, Danie] G. Church 
and Charles H. Ostertag. 

Thereupon the committee report was rushed 
to the Senate floor and all four were forthwith 
confirmed. There was not ever a quorum in 
the Senate chamber. 

The fact that the Missouri Constitution re- 
quires nominations to be voted by a majority 
was ignored as if it never existed. No one ob- 
jected to the lack of a quorum and the nomi- 
nations were roared through. 

There was no inquiry into the experience, in- 
terest or qualifications of the new president of 
the board. 

Indeed, there was no exact information as to 
whether the latest appointee wag to be the pres- 
ident. Gov. Smith sent in the name without 
designation as to President. It was merely “vice 
H. Sam Priest,” but that might have meant only 
the seat Mr. Priest held on the board. 

The Governor explained when asked that it 
was his “intention” that Mr. Holzhausen be pres- 
ident. 

This is a detail, but it is important in that it 
suggests the loose, offhand way in which this 
vital piece of public business for the people of 
St. Louis has been handled by their Governor 
and their State Senators. 

It is no discredit to Mr. Holzhausen as a per- 


. son that he is, for all practical purposes, a name 


pulled out of the hat. 

Gov. Smith really does not know the new Po- 
lice Board head. He says he met him with 
some pther lumber dealers when the state sales 
tax was first enacted. 

Mr. Holzhausen says: “I don’t think I would 
know Gov. Smith if I met him on the street.” 
The appointee professes to be at a loss as to 
why he was chosen. 

The St. Louis Senators, and there are seven 
of them, do not know the man they have con- 
firmed to be board president. 

In the past, the practice has been to call a 
prospective public official of such importance to 
Jefferson City and to have him appear before 
the committee so that it might have first hand 
information about him. 

Apparently, the only overture made by any- 
one at Jefferson City to Mr. Holzhausen was a 
telephone call from Senator Pentland and at the 
time the prospective Police Board head thought 
he was talking to “Senator Pendleton.” 

So far as the public knows, the only informa- 
tion the State Senate had on St. Louis’ new Po- 
lice Board head at the time of confirmation was 
that he was born in St. Louis, that he had some 
children and that he would accept the office. 
What a travesty on popular government! 

All things considered it is hard to see how, 
the appointing and confirming authorities could 
know léss or seemingly care less about the presi- 
dent of a board which has been distinguished in 
the past for public service.

Peterson, director of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission; and Rex Andrews, Winnetka chief of 
police—obviously do not make up a partisan 
board in any sense. The people of Illinois can 
count on them to weigh one application against 
another, indeed, to leave some placés open tem- 


porarily rather than fill them with unqualified .

Much more is involved in the insurance ques- 
tion, however, than the protection of the policy- 
holder. The companies have become the largest 
capital repositories in the country. Their re- 
sources exceed the wealth of many states. A 
small group of entrenched insurance directors 
and executives can turn the flow of capital on or 
off at will, exercising a life and death power 

- over American private business. What should

It is another story, however, ais the com- 
mission proposes to give the Commerce Depart- 
ment certain present functions of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (railroad mergers, régu- 
lations to deal with car shortages, railroad and 
truck safety); of the Maritime Commission (the 
purchase, sale and-subsidizing of ships), and of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board (air safety rules and 
enforcement). These shifts run the risk of caus~- 
ing as much trouble as they eliminate. 

If, for example, the Commerce Department 
ordered better rail safety appliances and higher 
rates were needed to pay for them, the rate 
case would go to another agency, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The frate-controlling 
duties of the ICC, the CAB and the Maritime 
Commission cannot be put into. an executive de- 


' partment, and the Hoover Commission does not 


propose to do so. But these judge-like duties 
cannot be cleanly separated from the adminis- 
trative duties without doing new violences to 
orderly ‘federal management. 

A commission member, Representative Clar- 
ence Brown, objected that the administrative 
functions should not be centralized unless the 
regulation of rates, finances, etc., is also brought 
into a single body. This seems an echo of the 
railroads’ old campaign to bring all transport 
under the ICC—a prospect which makes air and 
ship operators shudder, since the ICC has a 
reputation for favoring the railroads. An ef- 
ficient national transportation system does call 
for a single regulatory agency, but if the ICC is 
the chosen instrument, it needs far-reaching re- 
forms. With proper reforms, the ICC could also 
assume administrative responsibility over all 
kinds of transportation, making it unnecessary 
to set up a new division of authority in the Com- 
merce Department. 

The ICC is outside the Hoover Commission’s 
bailiwick but it is in Congress’ province, and the 
commission’s inability to get a clean-cut solution 
to its transportation problem is an eloquent rea- 
son why Congress should address itself in ear- 
nest to this broader.undertaking.

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Art Appreciation of the Doodle 

Doodling is of value in art, according to the 
noted artist Stanley William Hayter, and we ac- 
cept Mr. Hayter as an authority. According to 
him, it would be “limiting and stultifying” for an 
artist to be in control of the situation at all 
times. The artist creates something that is per- 
sonal when he completely relaxes and draws 
automatically. 

‘On behalf of the spectator, let us hasten to 
add that when looking at the artist’s création he 
is not always in full contro] of the situation, 
either. He needs to relax to understand it just 
as much as the artist needed to relax in order to 
create it, we guess. 

If artists relax and draw doodles under any- 
thing like the same circumstances that non- 
artists do, we know some of the formulas for 
spectators to use in relaxing into the right frame 
of mind to understand them. Let the spectator 
take a telephone along to the art: gallery with 
him, and be waiting for his call to go through 
while looking at the painting... 

Or better still, let him take his boss along, and 
do his looking while waiting for the old gaffer 
to quit droning on and get down to the point.

One Way to Close Bookies 

The California Crime Commission now makes 
a matter of record what already has been rather 
generally known: the fact that the Capone syn- 
dicate’s Continental Press wire service has vir- 
tually a monopoly on furnishing horse-racing in- 
formation to betting establishments. © St. Louis, 
for example, remembers that the Capone crowd 
took-over the Pioneer service formerly operated 
here by Bev Brown and Gully Owen. And St. 
Louis feels as strongly as does the California 
Crime Commission that this is a‘business which 
Jeads to “much bloodshed, violence, intimidation, 


*brifery and corruption.” 


California felt ‘that this race-news business 
had suffered a real set-back when the United 
States Ninth Circuit Court last month issued an 
order forbidding Western Union to make its 
wires. available to Continental. But now the 
crime ‘commission is forced to issue a warning 
that the Capone syndicate finds telephone lines 
just about as useful as telegraph wires. | 

In the effort to stop commercialized gambling 
in Missouri, former Gov. Donnelly, armed with 
the same knowledge, ordered Southwestern Bell 
not to provide service to bookies in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. Yet the St. Louis.police just a few 
days ago discovered a new “horse-parlor”. on 
North Fourth street, in Commission Row, which 
did virtually all of ‘its ‘business by telephone and 
which apparently encountered no great difficulty 
in having 10 telephone instruments installed. On 
being notified of the purpose of the phones, the 
company ordered their removal. 

Perhaps the telephone company feels that it 
has no-easy way of knowing for what purpose its 
instruments are to be used. Perhaps it feels that 
it has no business to find out! The fact remains, 
however, that bookies—and the syndicate’ on 
which they’ dépendwotld:iave a hard time 
staying ‘in business if phone and wire services 
were denied them.

In France today Le Corbusier is having 
the time of his life. His new housing pro}- 
ect at Marseilles has probably aroused 
more determined opposition than anything 
he has built, or tried to build before, He is 
not the man to shrink from public contro- 
versy. All over the world he has had to 
defend his reputation as one of the ac- 
knowledged leaders of modern architecture 
in bitter public argument with his ‘de- 
tractors and often with his employers, 


In Moscow, New York and Rio de Jan- 
eiro ‘his work has been criticized as fer- 
vently as it has been praised. Now in his 
own country he is 
facing the fiercest 
criticism and enjoy- 
ing the most enthusi- 
astic support that 
have ever come his 
way. 

What Le Corbusier 
calls his “vertical 
community” will be 
more jike a town 
than an apartment 
building. Standing in 
the middle of eight Le Corbusier 
acres of gardens, it will house 1600 peo- 
ple in 330 separate flats. A shopping cen- 
cénteris fo Occupy one entire story, includ- 


. was seven stories high that the first pro- 


tests were raised. The Committee of Pub- 
lic Hygiene, whose job it is to enforce the 
sanitary and building regulations, ordered 
an immediate stoppage of work. Last 
October the committee twice reported that, 
although “the Marseilles experiment is very 
tempting” it was, at the same time, “ad- 
venturous.” 

Most of its members agreed that thé 
lighting and ventilation of the lower floors 
was inadequate, particularly: in the kitch- 
ens, which would (in their opinion) be 
plunged forever in semi-darkness. 


If the Electricity Went Off 


Moreover, the committee expressed its 
concern about the air-conditioning system, 
the lighting arrangements in the corridors, 
and the water supply, all of which might be 
interrupted by mechanical breakdowns. The 
possibility of such breakdowns together 
with the lack of wide stairways (to permit 
rapid.evacuation in case of fire) would en- 
danger the lives of the inhabitants. 


The committee’s reports were sent first 
to the Ministry of the Interior, who sent 
them on to Zugene Claudius-Petit, the Min- 
ister of Reconstruction and Town Planning. 
He. assumed full responsibility himself and 
went straightto Marseilles. The Minister's

Light, Air ar Space 


Many other amenities will be provided on 
the roof—a 330-yard running track, a “so- 
larium,”. gymnasium, swimming bath, a

most of them in the open air. The build- 
ing’s 27 stories will be supported,’ 23 feet 
clear of the ground, on 36 concrete pylons, 
and the whole structure will be 455 feet 
long, 80 feet wide and over 200 feet high. 


Le Corbusier has compared the building’s 
45,000-ton ferro-concrete frame to a gigan- 
tic “bottle .rack,”.designed to hold prefabri- 
cated dwelling units instead of bottles. 
Each ‘flat will measure 70 feet by 13 feet, 
and part of it will be divided horizontally 
into two floors, each 8 feet 4 inches in 
height. The remaining space will become a 
large, airy living-room with 16 feet 8 inches 
of head-room. 

Both ends of each flat will be made of 
glass, A garden terracé, protected by “sun 
filters, "will provide fresh air and shade in 
the summer. (The filters are designed to 
afford protection againat the excessive heat 
of the summer, but to allow the winter sun 
to penetrate freely into the flats.) In ad- 
dition, an air-conditioning system will pro- 
tect the inhabitants against the extremes of 
the Marseilles climate. |

The Ghosts of Henry James 

THE GHOSTLY TALES OF 

Leon Edel. Rutgers Selverti acs ne pagee,- ss) 

Henry James had a life-long interest in 
the supernatural and in the “ghost story” 
as an art form. “The Turn of the Screw” 
is undoubtedly his pre-eminent contribution 
to the ghostly literature and its popularity 
has partly obscured the fact that he wrote 
many others. Mr. Edel’s compilation is an 
attempt to bring that phase of his talent 
into one focus and to show the character- 
istic reactions of his mind when dealing 
with psychic phenomena in general. -~ 

As in his non-ghostly tales Mr. James 
becomes increasingly more subtle as hé 
gains experience as a writer and it ig alsé 
notable that his ghosts—like his flesh-and- 
blood creatures—are usually rather elegant 
and well mannered even when they're. bent 
on nothing but trouble. But though he dis- 
dains such crudities as walking skeletons 
or headless horsemen he brings a chill-te 
your skin just the same. So it doesn’t mat- 
ter whether the ghost—as in some cases-~ 
is the projection. of somebody's disturbed 
mental state or a more standardized -ap- 
parition visible to several pairs of eyes, it 
does the job a ghost is supposed to doe: -: 

One of the best in Mr, Edel’s collection 
is “The Ghostly Rental’ which was: write 
ten in 1875, early in James’ career. —It-is 
lucid, direct and chronological. For that 
reason it should appeal’ not only to*such 
Henry James fans as may have missed it 
but to those who regard the mature Jamesi- 
an style as a baffling maze of meaningless 
refinements. In this story the No. 1 Ghost 
turns out to be a fake. But she—for it’s a 
lady—is fittingly punished for no #oorner 
does she acknowledge her mortality ‘than 
she sees a ghost on her own. The haunter, 


- in short, becomes haunted. Whether the 


second one is the real thing or an hallucina- 
tion is the reader’s choice. You can take 
it either way. 

In “The Private Life” Mr. James pro- 
vides a decidedly individual touch by giv- 
ing a man a ghost 
while he ds still sh 
Clare Vawdrey 
wonderful boo hed 
plays but never says 
a word in corversa- 
tion, that anyone can 
remember.

The match was 50 
birds each. He brought with him 
a plunge trap, the first I had ever 
seen of that character. However, 
I consented to the use of it, and 
won by killing 46 to his 40. I was 
then just about as good a shot at 
pigeons as I am now, except that 
I was anxious about the money, 
and sometimes missed owing to 
that. . 

I next shot against Abraham 
Kleinman. John Thomson, a

It was for $200 
a side, 50 birds each from a 
spring-trap. Kleinman killed 49 
and I killed 46. I told Kieinman 
that I could and would beat him 
before long, and went home to 
practice in the field. I challenged

Louls Nolte, St. Louis’s veteran 
Comptroller, who has retained the 
office for the past 32 years 
through both Democratic and Re- 
publican regimes, is seeking his 


ninth four-year term as Comp- 
troller. 

He was first elected to the of-| 
fice in 1917 and has been re- 
elected each four years since that 
time, the Democrats on two occa- 
sions not even placing a candidate 
in opposition to him. These occa- 
sions were in 1929 and 1941. He 
was the only Republican office 
holder at City Hall during the 
Democratic administration of for- 
mer Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, 
1933-41. 

Nolte had announced his plans 
to retire from public office upon 
the expiration of his present term 
next month, but finally decided to 
file for a ninth term after one of 
the factions of the Republican 
City Committee filed a candidate 
in opposition to the man Nolte 
was backing for the nomination 
for Comptroller.

This right was not challenged 
by later NLRB interpretations of 
the Wagner Act, nor would it be 
under the pending Administration 
bill. 

“To have held otherwise,” said 
_the joint committee, “would have 
'made it almost impossible for a 
labor organization to lose an 
economic strike.” 

Of course, the argument is made 
that denial of voting rights in 
representation elections to eco- 
nomic strikers would make it im- 
‘possible, when there is a pool of 
unemployed workers from which 
to draw strikers, for a union to 
win an economic strike against 
an unscrupulous employer. It is 
for precisely this reason that Taft 
has changed his mind on the 
Taft-Hartley provision, and that 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce witness favored return 
to the NLRB practice following 
the 1938 decision of the Supreme 
Court of permitting both strikers 
and strikebreakers to vote. 

The joint committee report quot- 
ed above did not state the issue 
precisely. It is not whether an 
employer may replace strikers 
with permanent new workers; it is 
whether strikers should be per- 
mitted to vote, along with the 
strikebreakers, in representation 
elections conducted by the NLRB. 

If enough strikebreakers have 
been hired as permanent employes, 
they would win the election, as- 
suming they voted solidly. In that 
event the union would be ousted. 
On the other hand, if the strikers 
outvoted the strikebreakers, the 
employer would have two choices 
of action: He could maintain his 
refusal to come to terms with the 
union, in which event the union 
would still be on the outside look- 
ing in even if it was entitled to 
bargain; or if the employer did 
reach an agreement with the un- 
ion, he would have to solve the 
problem of how the two groups 
could get along together in his 
Plant. 

He would not be compelled to 
retain the whole force of strike- 
breakers and strikers, but could 
select from among both groups 
the labor force he wanted to keep. 
This would be true except in a 
Closed shop plant. The closed shop 
is now outlawed by the Taft- 
Hartley Act; the Administration 
bill would restore to unions the 
right te negotiate with employers 
in an effort to obtain a closed 
shop agreement which the em- 
ployer, in his discretion, might 
grant or withhold.

Noted for Guarding 

Throughout nye years as vane tl 
troller, Nolte has been regarded 
as one of the most colorful, as 
well as able, officials of the city. 
Early in his tenure in office, he 
became known as the “Watch-dog 
of the treasury” because of his 
close observance of city expendi- 
tures. Another expression familiar 
among employes of the Comp- 
troller’s office is, “No — as in 
Nolte.” 

In October, 1945, Nolte ex- 
pressed opposition to the granting 
of tax exemption for housing proj- 
ects, at a time when the city ad- 
ministration was seeking passage 
of a bill by the State Législature 
to effect such exemption as a 
stimulant for the proposed hous- 
ing program. 

Nolte said at the time that 
such exemption would disrupt the 
American system of government, 
would be unfair competition for 
private capital and would place an 
undue load on other property 
owners. He approved of the pro- 
posed slum clearance bond issue, 
which was defeated last fall. 

Fight With Civil Service Board. 

On several occasions Nolte has 
been at odds with the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission and the city’s De- 
partment of Personnel. He ob- 
jected to the Charter Amend- 
ment’s provision for a mandatory 
appropriation for the Department 
of Personnel and to the fact that 
the Civil Service Commission has 
control over the salaries and num- 
bers of city employes. He has 
criticized the character of civil 
service examinations given city 
employes and at one time engaged 
in a prolonged fight with the Per- 
sonnel Department to retain a key 
employe in- his office, who had 
failed a civil service examination. 
The fight ended when the employe 
took another job. Nolte insists 
that he believes in merit system 
principles. 

In 1934 Nolte received the St. 
Louis Award, given annually for 
outstanding service to the com- 
munity, for his refusa) to certify 
a public works bond issue until 
revenue had been provided, as re- 
quired by law, to assure interest 
and retirement payments on the 
bonds. He gave the $1000 prize 
to charity.

Alger Hiss Before House Committee 
Head of Peace Foundation Compl etely at Ease in First Appearance

(Fifteenth Article of a Series.) 
HE first appearance of Alger 
Hiss before the House Un- 
American Activities Com- 
mittee, Aug. 5, 1948, drew per- 
haps the biggest turnout of re- 
porters and spectators in the his- 
tory of our inquiries. 

They sat restlessly through the 
extended remarks of Rep. Fred 
E. Busbey, a former membcr of 
the committee who, produced cor- 
respondence with the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission concerning Nath- 
an Gregory Silvermaster, who had 
been heard: the previous day. 

As Busbey spoke on, I moved 
across the caucus room to Hiss, 
@ boyish-looking man of consid- 
erable poise, and whispered: 

“We're calling you next, Mr. 
Hiss. If you have a statement pre- 
pared, I’d be happy to submit it 
to the committee in advance.” 

The youthful president of the 
Carnegie Foundation for Interna- 
tional Peace, former law clerk for 
the great Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
State Department official, organ- 
izer at the birth of the United 
Nations, and adviser to President 
Roosevelt at Yalta, smiled ami- 
ably. He reached inside his neat 
coat but, instead of producing a 
statement, touched his heart. 

“What I have to say will come 
from here,” he replied. 

When he was sworn in, Hiss 
elaborated dramatically on what 
is normally the routine “I do.” 
Hiss said, “So help me God .., 
So help me God.” 

Then, in his clear, perfect dic- 
tion, he began: 

“I was born in Baltimore, Md., 
Nov. 11, 1904. I am here at my 
own request to deny unqualified- 
ly various statements about me 
which were made before this com- 
mittee by one Whittaker Cham- 
bers the day before yesterday. l 
appreciate the committee’s having 
promptly granted my request. I 
welcome the opportunity to -an- 
swer to the best of my ability any 
inquiries the members of this 
committee may wish to ask me. 

“I am not and never have been 
a member of the Communist Par- 

I do not and never have ad- 
hered to the tenets of the Com- 
munist Party. I am not and never 
have been a member of any Com- 
munist-front organization. I have 
never followed the Communist 
Party line, directly or indirectly. 
To the best of my knowledge, 
none of my friends is a Commu- 
nist.

$é a State Department offi- 
A: cial, I have had contacts 
with representatives of for- 

eign governments, some of whom 
have undoubtedly been members 
of the Communist party, as, for 
example, representatives of the So- 
viet Government. My contacts with 
any foreign representative who 
could possibly have been a Com- 
munist have been strictly official. 
“To fhe best of my knowlédge, 
I never heard of Whittaker Cham- 
bers until in 1947, when two rep- 
resetitatives of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation asked me if I 
knew him and various other 
people, some of whom I knew and 
some of whom I did not know. I 
said I did not know Chambers. 
So far as I know, I have never 


laid eyes on him, and I should 


like to have the opportunity to do 


so.” His voice rose in indignation . 


as ‘he spoke the last sentence. 

“I have known Henry H. Collins 
(Ed. Note: Named by Chambers 
as provider of the Washington 
apartment where the alleged con- 
spirators reportedly met) since we 
were boys in camp -together. I 


knew him again while he was at 
the Harvard Business School, 
while I was at the Harvard Law 
School, and I have seen him from 
time to time since I came to 
Washington in 1933. 

“Lee Pressman was in my class 

at the Harvard Law School and 
we were both on the Harvard Law 
Review at the same time. We 
were also both assistants to Judge 
Jerome Frank on the. legal staff 
of the Avsrricultural Adjustment 
Administration. Since I left the 
Department of Azvriculture I have 
seen him only occasionally and in- 
frequently. I left the Department, 
according to “my recollection, in 
1935. 
“Witt and Abt (Ed. Note: Na- 
than Witt and John Abt, accused 
by Chambers as leaders of an 
“elite” spy ring to which he also 
linked Hiss) were both members 
of the legal staff of the A.A.A. I 
knew them both in that capacity. 
I believe I met Witt in New York 
a year or so before I came to 
Washington. I came to Washing- 
ton in 1933. We were both prac- 
ticing law in New York at the 
time I think I met Witt. 


“Kramer (Ed. Note: Charles 
Kramcr, elso named by Cham- 
bers) Was in another office of the 
A.A.A., and I met him in that con- 
nection. 

“I have seen none of these last 
three men I have mentioned ex- 
cept most infrequently since I left 
the Department of Agriculture. 

“TI don’t believe I ever knew Vic- 
tor Perlo (Ed. Note: Named by 
both Chambers and Elizabeth 
Bentley as leader of another al- 
leged Communist spy ring in 
Washington.) 

“Except as I have“indicated, the 
statements made about me by Mr. 
Chambers are complete fabrica- 
tions. I think my record in the 
Government service speaks for 
itself.”

FENCE POSTS. 

FFHAND we can think of six 
0 good reasons for fences around 

lawns, gardens and ‘whatnot 
and if we had more time we could 
probably think of six more. The 
fact remains that no matter what 
the purpose of the fence, it needs 
a little attention and now is a 
good time to give it. 

We note that fences are usually 
made of iron or wood. Metal fences 
are usually galvanized to prevent 
rusting but when the galvanize 
goes, the rust comes. The only 
thing to do here is to remove all 
the rust and give the metal a coat 
of metal priming paint. This can 
be followed by a finish coat. 

The big headache with wood 
fences is that the wood posts rot 
out at the base or start to lean 
after a few months. The rotting 
can be avoided by treating the 
portion of the post which is un- 
derground with a wood preserva- 
tive. This will also keep out in- 
sects. Don’t use paint for this 
job because paint won’t do much 
good and both insects and rot will 
be able to get at the wood. 

The best way to keep wood 
posts from falling over is to set 
them nice and deep in the ground. 


Some people prefer to set them in 
concrete but this isn’t so good 
because there is bound to. be an 
open seam between the concrete 
and wood which will allow mois- 
ture to get down and cause trouble. 


In order to remove the mem- 
brane from the outside edge of 
liver slices insert a small sharp 
pointed knife at one point and 
then pull the membrane from the 
liver; in some cases it may be 
necessary to scrape the membrane 
away. 


Muffins should be removed im- 
mediately from their pans, when

“We made the contract, for all 
of the five trumps West held, be- 
cause the club king was right, but 
we did not get a good score be- 
cause several North-South pairs 
made six no-trump, and others 
made seven hearts. 

“North argues that South should 
have bid four hearts over three 
hearts, while South insists that 
this might have closed the bid- 
ding. South felt that North should 
have bid four hearts over four 
diamonds to show his 6-5 distribu- 
tion in the club and heart suits, 
after which a slam in hearts could 
be bid by using the Blackwood 
convention. . . . Please comment.” 

South might indeed have bid four~ 
hearts instead of four diamonds, 
but his actual choice should have 
done no great harm, Most cer- 
tainly, North should have de- 
scribed his exact distribution by 
rebidding the hearts. North’s sup- 
rt of diamonds was (to put it 
mildly) rather peculiar, in view of 
his diamond void. Sometimes, this 
type of raise is excellent, but this 
was not one of those times! 

If North had rebid the hearts, 
South presumably would have 
raised him in the suit, and then 
North could cue-bid spades. This 
would have led to at least a small 
slam contract at no-trump.
